No. 121-lTC(PN)/74.—The terms and conditions governing the issuance of import 
licences under Special French Credit for Department of Atomic Energy and Space, 
1974-75, as given in Appendix to (his Public Notice are notified for information. 

APPENDIX 

LICENSING CONDITIONS UNDER 1974-75, SPECIAL FRENCH CREDIT FOR 
DEPARTMENT OF ATOMIC ENERGY AND SPACE 

1. The impott licence will be issued on CIF basis, with initial validity period of 
four months for contracting and twelve months for completing shipments. 

2. Each import licence will bear a superscription, “Special French Credit, 1974-75’’. 
The two suffixes in the licence code classification number will be for project “S/FE" and 
for non-project “S/FN”, 

3. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, the importer should inti¬ 
mate to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section) the fact of receipt of the 
import licence indicating the number, date and value of the import licence and likely 
date by which the contract documents would be furnished.

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, ■ I ho condition regarding contraciing will not be deemed to have been complied 

with umess complete contract document!., as provided m para 26 beiow, ate iurmsneu 
within the stipulated period of four months, 

5. Where this stipulation is not complied within four months, the import licence 
will be deemed to have become invalid, ihc import licence may. however, be revalida¬ 
ted on an application by the party alongwiLh the licence in original, to the licensing 
authority giving reasons for noncompiiance with the provisions of the import licence. 

6. The request for revaluation would be considered by the licensing authority on 
merits, in consultation with the Department ot Economic Affairs, and ii accepted, the 
licence will be revalidated for contracting for a further period not exceeding three 
months. 


II. Contracting 

7. One contract, on the basis of firm prices has to be entered into with a French 
supplier lor tile whole amount of the licence. 

8. However, more than one contract may be entered into subject l» the permission 
specifically oblained from the Department of Economic Affairs, giving reasons lor doing 
so, before placing orders. 

9. Once a contract has been notified, in accordance w’ith the procedure laid down 
in Section V below, no amendments to the contract, by way ol additions Iherelo ex¬ 
ceeding 10 per cent of the value of the main contract will be entertained. 

If, in any case, the Indian importer apprehends that there will be need to enter into 
amendments to the main contract resulting in lhc enhancement of its value by more, 
than 10 per cent, he should immediately inform the CCI&E and the \VE-l Section of 
the Department ot Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance of the full facts ol the case 
and seek their guidance. 

10. A contract will normally comprise an Agreement signed by both the parties viz., 
.the Indian importer and French supplier <,/• it may comprise the order placed by the 
Indian importer and the letter of acceptance thereof, in unequivocal te,ms by the 
French supplier. 

11. A contract comprising a series of correspondence between the two parties 
frequently amending/revising the various provisions will not be accepted. In such 
cases, it is advisable to prepare a final document including therein the terms agreed to 
by both the parties and signed as such. 

12. Under the Fiencb Credit Agreement, Government of India have the option to 
substitute fiuyers' Credit by suppliers’ credit, granted by French banks for the Project 
portion. It has, theicfore, been considered necessary that Indian importers who had 
allocations of and above FF 5 million (Rs. 71.1 lakhs) from the Project portion of the 
French Credit should invite quotations from French suppliers for the supply of equip¬ 
ment on the basis of normal suppliers’ credit, according to the conditions as deter¬ 
mined ut that time. The Indian importer should also, invite quotations on Ihe basis 
of payment terms as indicated in paras 19 to 22 below. On the basis of this data. 
Government of India will decide the manner of financing the imports and advise the 
importer of the same. 


TTI, Terms oj Contract 

General 

13. The contract should be placed only o<n C&E basis and should clearly indicate 
F.O.B. price and freight charges separately in French currency. If any importer desires 
to enter into a contract on f.o.b. basis, he should seek prior permission of the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section), Ministry of Finance, New Delhi giving 
sufficient reasons for doing so. 

14. If any commission is to be paid to the Indian agent of the French supplier, 
it. will be shown separately from the value of the contract. The Indian agent’s coinmis 
Rion will be paid in Indian rupees but will be set against tbe total value of the import 
licence, 

15. The value should be reckoned at present at the central rate of one French 
Franc = Rs. 1.422. The above rate of exchange is, however, subject to revision. 
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Value Limits of Contracts 

16. The value or each contract should not be less than FF 2,00,000 or Rs. 2.844 
lakhs at the current central rate of exchange referred to above, 

Origin of Goods 

17. The goods should be of French origin. A stipulation as to the origin of goods 
should be incorporated in the contract. Wherever a part of the goods is permitted 
to be of non-Ircnch origin, a letter evidencing approval of the French authorities to 
the third country imports should accompany tho contract. 

Port of Shipment 

18. Goods, if necessary, can be shipped from non-French ports. 

Payment Terms 

19. The Special French Credit does not provide for deferred payments, Full payment 
will, therefore, be made to the French supplier against shipments, completion of erection 
or on commissioning of (ho plant as indicated in the following paragraphs, 

Advance Payments 

20. An advance payment of a 5 per cent of the F.O.H. price of the supplies lo be 
paid at the time of the contract coming into effect must be provided, Other terms are 
settled between the buyers and (he sellers, in accordance with the normal international 
commercial practice in this matter, for the particular type of goods concerned. 

21. However, where an amount higher than 5 per cent is to be provided for pay¬ 
ment as an advance, prior approval of the Deportment of Economic Affairs should be 
obtained with full justification, before any commitments arc made. 

Other Payments 

22. (a) Industrial Projects .—Apart from the amount of down payment, it is per¬ 
missible to pay the balance amount at the time of last shipment of equipment under the 
contract, or at the time of completion of erection, or on commissioning of the plant. 

Where the nature of supplies/ services covered by the contract requires a performance 
guarantee, necessitating a provision to the effect that the last instalment of 10 per cent 
shall not fall due prior to the end of an adequate period after completion of the deliveries 
of goods or of the project, the importers should alternatively, agree to the provision for 
making hundred per cent payment at the time of last shipment subject to the condition 
that a performance guarantee of an approved bank is furnished by the French supplier 
to the Indian importer; such a guarantee should he. discharged at the end of an adequate 
period after the delivery of the last shipment as agreed mutually between tho Indian 
importer and French supplier. 

However, depending on the type of project, the payment for contracting for industrial 
projects may also be provided for, as for the commodities, referred to in sub-paragraph 
fbj below. 

(b> Commodities.— In the contracts for commodities (light equipment, spares, com¬ 
ponents, chemicals, fertilizers, other raw materials, ctc.l the amount left after down 
payment will be payable pro-rata according to the value of goods covered by each 
shipments, on the basis of the shipping schedule. 

Other Conditions 

23. To make a contract eligible for financing under the special French Credit, it 
should suitably incorporate the following provisions, apart from those indicated above 
as also any others considered necessary by the contracting parties: 

(i) The two contracting parties agree ihat the contract is subicct to the approval 

of the Indian and French authorities for financing under the Special French 
Credit in terms of the Indo-Freneb Financial Protocol and the licensing 
conditions issued thereunder by the Government of India. 

(ii) The French supplier agrees that in the case of imports of enriched uranium 

he will be paid from the French Treasury Credit upto 25 per cera of the 
value or the contract and the payment of the remaining 75 per cent will 
be made from the bards credit in accordance with para 29 of licensing 
conditions; and in Ihe case of the imports other than enriched uranium, 
the ratio between (he Treasury credit and banks loan will he 45:55 respec¬ 
tively. 
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(iii) The Indian importer and the French supplier agree to furnish such informa¬ 
tion and documents as may be required under the French Credit arrange¬ 
ments between the Governments of India and France. 

24. It should be ensured that the terms of payments, e-g, amount payable on the 
contract becoming effective, and that payable against shipments/completion of project 
etc., are set out in precise terms, with details showing the schedule of deliveries/pay¬ 
ments etc. The value of the contract should invariably be broken down into F.O.B. value 
and freight elements. 

Customary Guarantees 

25. The importer may arrange and provide for in the agreement customary guaran- 
tee(s) which may be necessary for safeguarding his interest. 

IV, Submission of Contract Documents 

26. Within 20 days of the conclusion of the contract, the importer should send a 
letter accompanied by the following documents to the Ministry of Finance Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (WE-1 Section), North Block, New Delhi: 

(i) Ten certified copies of the contract and of any further amendments) duly 

executed in English language and signed by both the Indian importer and 
the French supplier. 

(ii) Two photo copies of import licence valid for contracting on the date of execu¬ 

tion of (he contract/acccptance by French supplier of the order placed 
on him by the importers. 

(iii) Other particulars stipulated in Annexurc-I in duplicate. 

The contract will be processed further only after all these documents have been 
furnished by the importer, j 


V. Notification of Contract 

27. The contract will be notified by the Department of Economic Affairs, to the 
Counsellor lor Economic Affairs, Embassy of France, New Delhi, if it is complete, the 
documents, arc in order, the import licence is valid for contracting and is considered 
eligible for financing under the Special French Credit. 

28. The contract will be deemed to have become effective 20 dny s after its 

Notification as above by the Department of Economic Affairs, provided no objection 
is raised by the Embassy of France within that period. 

VI, Methods of Payments 

29. Payments ate made to the supplier from the French Treasury loan and the 

banks credit, on presentation of documents listed in annexure II to the Banaue National 
de Paris , on the basis of a ‘‘letter of instruction" to be issued by the Controller of 
Aid Accounts & Audit, Department of Economic Affairs. Ministry of Finance, Jeevan 
Deep Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi, on effectuation of the contract 

30. No remittances from India are permissible under the import licence issued under 
the French Credit, except in terms of condition 32 below, 

31. Immediately after payments have been effected in accordance with the letter of 
instruction referred to above, the orieinal set of documents (negotiable) nloncwith details 
of bank charges (l/8th of one ner cent documentation charge, plus tax at the rate of 17-60 
tier cent thereon) and expenses on posting etc. will be sent bv the Banque National de 
Paris to the importer direct. 

32. The importer will intimate to his Accounts Officer the neeessarv details of pay¬ 
ments and ensure that the latter (Accounts Officer) promptly accepts th» debit fc the 

rupee equivalent of the payments made to the French suppliers, as apd when raised bv 
the Accountant General Central Revenues, New Delhi nn (he basis of the relevant 
advices issued bv the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, who also receives debit 
advice from the French bank concerned. 

Similarly the bank charges 0 /Rth of ope per cent documental''on charees nlns tax 
at 17 60 ner cent (hereon), expenses on postage and eable fee will be notified bv (be 
French Bank coneerned to ibe Controller of Aid Accounts fr Audit for payment of 
these charges in free foreign exchange. The Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit will 
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authorise Chief Accounts Officer, High Commission for India, London to make the pay¬ 
ment of the above charges and raise debit against Accountant General, Central Revenues, 
through O.L.A.C, for passing on the same to the Additional Accountant General (Scientific 
Departments'), Bombay. Advance intimation of such debits will also be sent to the 
Additional Accountant General (Scientific Departments), Bombay for facility in adjustment. 
Such debit should also be promptly reported to Accountant General, Central, Bombay. 


VII. Miscellaneous 

33. The. Government of India will not undertake any responsibility for disputes, if 
any. which may arise, between the Indian importer and the French suppliers,

No. 122-ITC(PN)/74.—The terms and conditions governing the issuance of import 
licences under French General Credit 1974-75 as given in the Appendix to this Public 
Notice are notified for information. 


APPENDIX 

LICENSING CONDITIONS UNDER 1974-75 FRENCH GENERAL CREDIT 

I, Import Licence 

1. The import licence will be issued on CIF basis, with initial validity period of four 
months for contracting and twelve months for completing shipments. 

2. Each import licence will bear a superscription, "French Credit—Project Portion” or 
"French Credit Non-project Portion" as the case may be. The two suffixes in the licence 
code classification number will be—for project—"S/rE” and for non-project "S/FN”. 

3. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, the importer should intimate 
to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section) the fact of receipt of the Import 
licence indicating the number, date and value of the import licence and likely date by 
which the contract documents would be furnished. 

4. The condition regarding contracting will not be deemed to have been complied with 
unless complete contract documents, as provided in para 26 below, are furnished within 
the stipulated period of four months. 

5. Where this stipulation is not complied within four months, the import licence will 
bo deemed to have become invalid. The import licence may, however, be revalidated on 
an application by the party, alongwlth the licence in originals to the licensing authority 
giving reasons for not complying with the requirement in time- 

6. The request for revaluation would be considered by the licensing authority on 
merits, in consultation, with the Department of Economic Affairs, and if accepted, the 
licence will be revalidated for contracting for a further period not exceeding three months. 

II. Contracting 

7. One contract, on the basis of firm prices has to be entered into with a French 
supplier for the whole amount of the licence. 

8. However, more than one contract may be entered into subiect to the permission 
specifically obtained from the Department of Economic Affairs, giving reasons for doing 
so, before placing orders. 
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9. Once a contract has been notified, in accordance with the procedure laid down in 
Section V below, no amendments to the contract, by way of additions thereto exceeding 
10 per cent of the value of the main contract will be entertained. 

l f » in any case, the Indian importer apprehends that there will be need to enter into 
amendments to the main contract resulting in the enhancement of its value by more than 
10 per cent, he should immediately inform the CCI&E and WE-I Section of the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance of the full facts of the case and seek: 
their guidance. 

10. A contract will normally comprise an Agreement signed by both the parties viz^ the 
Indian importer and French supplier or it may comprise the order placed by the Indian 
Importer and the letter of acceptance thereof In unequivocal terms by the French supplier. 

11. A contract comprising a series of correspondence between the, two parties frequently 
amending/revising various provisions will not be accepted. In such cases, it is advisable to 
prepare a final document Including therein the terms agreed to by both the parties and 
signed as such. 

12. Under the French Credit Agreement, Government of India have the option to 
substitute Buyers’ Credit by suppliers’ credit, granted by French banks for the Project 
Portion. It has, therefore, been considered necessary that Indian importers who bad 
allocations of and above FF. 5 million (Rs. 71.1 lakhs) from the Project portion of the 
French credit should invite auotations from French suppliers for the simn’y of eauipment 
on the basis of normal suppliers’ credit, 'according to the conditions ns determined at that 
time. The Indian importer should also invite quotations on the bnsls of pavmept terms 
'as indicated in paras 19 to 22 below. On the basis of this data. Government of Tndia will 
decide the manner of financing the imports and advise the Importer of the same, 

IH. Terms of Contract 

General 

1 1 The contract should be placed on a C.I.F. or C. & F basis and should clearly indi¬ 
cate F.O.B. price, freight and insurance charges separately. All of th-se should be indicated 
in French currency. Contract must be entered on'v on C&F basis, hv ft Government 
agency or a public sector undertaking. If any importer d»sircs to enter into a contract- on 
f.o.b. basis, they should seek prior permission of the Department of Economic Affairs 
tWE-I Section), Ministry of Finance, New Delhi giving reasons for doing so. 

14. If any commission is to be paid to the Tndlan ‘agent of the French supplier^ it will 
be shown separately from the value of the contract. The Indian nrents’ commission will 
be paid in Indian rupee but will be set against the total value of the import licence. 

15. The value should be reckoned at present at the cenlrnl rate of one French Franc = 
Rs. 1.422. The above rate of exchange, is, however, subject to revision.

Origin of Goods 

17. The goods should be of French origin. A stipulation Us to the origin of good* 
should be incorporated In the contract. Wherever a part of the goods is permitted to be 
of non-French origin, a letter evidencing approval of the French authorities to the third 
country imports should accompany the contract. 
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Port of Shipment 

18. Goods, if necessary, can be shipped from non-French port*. 

Payment Terms 

19. The French Credit does not provide for deferred payments. Full payment will, 
therefore, be m'ade to the French supplier against snipments/completion of erection/com- 
missioning of the plant as indicated in the following paragraphs. 

Advance Payments 

20. An advance payment of a 5 per cent of the FOB price of the supplies to be paid 
at the time of the contract coming into effect, must be provided. Other terms as settled 
between the buyers and the sellers, in accordance with the normal international commeiv 
rial practice in this matter, for the particular type of goods concerned could also be pro¬ 
vided. 

21. However, where am amount higher than 5 per cent is to be provided for payment 
as an advance, prior approval of the Department of Economic Affairs should be obtained 
with full justification, before any commitments are made. 


Other Payments 

22. (a) Industrial Project .—Apart from the amount of down payment, it is permissible 
to pay the balance amount at the time of last shipment of equipment under the contract, 
or at the time of completion of erection or on commissioning of the plant. 

Where the nature of supplics/services covered by the contract requires a performance 
guarantee, necessitating a provision to the effect that the last instalment of 10 per cent shall 
not fall due prior to the end of an adequate period after completion of the deliveries of 
goods or of the project the importers could alternatively, agree to the provision for making 
hundred per cent payment at the time of last shipment subject to the condition that a 
performance guarantee of an 'approved bank is furnished by the French supplier to the 
Indian importer; such a guarantee should be discharged at the end of an adequate period 
after the delivery of the last shipment as 'agreed mutually between the Indian Importer 
and French supplier. 

However, depending on the type of project, the payment for contracts for industrial 
proie-ts may also be provided for, as for the commodities, referred to in sub-paragraph 
(b) below. 

(b) Commodities. —In the contracts for commodities (light equipment, spares, compo¬ 
nents, chemicals, fertilizers, other raw materials etc.) the amount left after down payment 
will be payable pro-rata according to the value of goods covered by each shipment, on the 
basis of the shipping schedule. 


Other Conditions 

23. To make a contract eligible for financing under the French Credit it should suitably 
incorporate the following provisions, apart from those indicated above as also any other 
considered necessary by the contracting parties: 

(i) The two contracting parties agree that the contract is subject to the approval of 

the Indian and French authorities for financing under the French Credit in 
terms of the Indo-French Financial Protocol and the licensing conditions 
issued thereunder by the Government of India. 

(ii) The French supplier agrees that he will be paid from the French Treasury 

credit upto the first 50 per cent of the value of the contract and the payment 
of the remaining 50 per cent will be made from the Buyers’ (Bank) credit 
in accordance with p'ara 29 of licensing conditions. 

(iii) The Indian importer and the French supplier agree to furnish such information 

and documents as may be required under the French Credit arrangements 
between the Government of India and France. 


24 It should be ensured that the terms of paymnets, e.g. 'amount payable on the contract 
becoming effective, and that payable against shipments/completion of project etc., are set 
out in precise terms, with details showing the schedule of deliveries/payments etc The 
value of the contract should Invariably be broken down into F.O.B. value, freight and 


insurance elements.

Customary Guarantee 

25, The importer may arrange and provide for in the agreement customary guarantee(s) 
which may be necessary for safeguarding his interest. 

IV. Submission of Contract Documents 

26, Within 20 days of the conclusion of the contract, the importer should send a letter 
accompanied by the following documents to the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, (WE-I Section), North Block, New Delhi:— 

(1) Ten certified copies of the contract and of any further amendment (s) duly 
executed in English language and signed by both the Indian importer and 
the French supplier. 

(ii) Two photo copies of import licence valid for contracting on the date of execu¬ 
tion of the contract/acceptance by French supplier of the order placed on 
him by the importer. 

(iil) A bank guarantee (as in Annexure I) obtained from a schedule bank authorised 
by the Reserve Bank of India to deal in foreign exchange. This bank 
guarantee is not to be furnished by the Government departments and public 
undertakings. 

(Iv) Other particulars stipulated in Annexure-It in duplicate. 

The contract will be processed further only after all these documents have been fur¬ 
nished by the importer. 


V. Notification of Contract 

27. The contract will be notified by the Department of Economic Affairs, to the Coun¬ 
sellor of Economic Affairs, Embassy of France, New Delhi, if it is complete, the docu¬ 
ments, including the bank guarantee, etc. are in order, the import licence is valid for con¬ 
tracting and is considered eligible for financing under the French Credit. 

28. The contract will be deemed to have become effective 20 days after its notification 
as above by the Department of Economic Affairs, provided no objection is raised by the 
Embassy of France within that period. 


VI. Methods of Payments 

29. Payments are made to the supplier from the French treasury loan and the banks 
credit on presentation of documents listed In Annexure-in to the Banque National de 
Paris,’ on the basis of a "letter of instruction’’ to be issued by the Controller of Aid 
Accounts and Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, Jeevan Deep 
Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi, on effectuation of the contract. 

30* No remittances from India are permissible under the import licence issued under 
the French Credit, except in terms of condition 32 below. 

31 Immediately after payments have been effected in accordance with the letter of 
intruction referred to above, the original set of documents (negotiable), alongwith details 
of bank charges (1 /8th of one per cent documentation charge, plus tax <g> 17.60 per cent 
thereon) and expenses on postages etc. will be sent by the Banque National de Pans, to:— 

ft) the Importer’s bank in India, which has provided the bank guarantee in the case 
of Importers in the private sector; or 

(il) to the nominated branch of the State Bank of India, or of any one of the fourteen 
’ nationalised banks in the case of public sector undertakings. State Govern¬ 
ments including State Electricity Board; or 
(ill) to the importer direct, in the case of the departments of Central Government. 

32 Within a week of receiving the intimation about bank charges, from the Banque 
National de Paris, the Indian bank will remit the amount of banking charges and postage 
including cable charges directly to the French bank concerned without affecting Govern¬ 
ment of India’s account. 

33 For this purpose, necessary rupees will be collected by the Indian bank from the 
Indian importer, in addition to the amount required under their guarantee. 

■XI t„ resoect of Imports bv Central Government Departments the remittances of bank¬ 
as ££TSpSlStaUw cable charges will be arranged by the Controller of Aid 
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runts and Audit, by debit to the authority concerned. For this purpose those autho- 
s should intimate tile details of the charges to be paid, promptly to the Controller of 
Accounts and Audit. 

VII. Effecting Rupee Deposits 

15. (i) Private Sector importers, public sector undertakings and State Government 
•artmerits including State Electricity Boards .—Withiu ten days, at the maximum, of 
receipt of the documents mentioned in condition 31 supra, the bank which has issued 
guarantee, or the nominated branch of the State Bank of Tndia or one of the fourtcon 
ionalised banks in Indi'a, will arrange the deposit equivalent of the payment made to 
foreign suppliers as indicated in the invoice together with commission and incidental 
rges @ 1 per cent ad valorem, on the payments made to the suppliers, Tn addition, 

:rcst at 6 per cent per annum, for the actual period between the date of payment to 
foreign suppliere and the date of deposit of rupee equivalent, or any other amounts, 
may be required by the Government of India shall also be paid into the Government 
ount, 

The rupee equivalent will be Calculated at the composite rate arrived at on the basis
